Girl, Lecturer, Ranch Owner
and Business Woman.

NEW Yo ~ Nov. 26.-- Richard W.
Croker, the «.rmer Tammany leader,
was married today to Miss Bula Ben-
ton Edmondson, & member of the
Cherokee Indian tribe, who is 50 years
his Jjunfor. He 8 73 years old and
she Is 23. Tonight the bride and
Eroom are on thelr way i{n the Croker
estate near Palis Boeach, %ja, fof
their honeymosn. On!y about ¥5 were
invited to the wedding.

The bride was given away by her
uncle, W. W. Hastings, who for 15
years has been attorney for the Cher-
okees and who recently was elected to
congresg from Oklahoma.

A typewritten siatement given out
by the bride of the ceremony made
clear a good deal of her life historv,
-which had been reported in many aie’
ferent ways since knowledge of her
engagement became known. The
slatement eaild she was an Indian
princess known as Princess Sequoyah
or Ketaw Kaluntuchy among her
tribe. Her father, the statement con-
tinued, was Michael Smith Edmond-
son, a descendant of Roger DeMont-
Eomery, who commanded the van of
the Norman ermy at the battle of
Hnstings and her mother was Galels
‘Wielch, who descended from the fam-
oug Chief Bequoyah, inventor of Cher-
okee alphabet.

“8he is proud of her Indian ancestry
and the Cherokees are proud of her as
a college girl, ranckl owner and busi-
ness woman,” sald the statement.
